WASHiNaxoN, Deo. 2.— Some iatW' 
epting reportt higkve been nuwle by IndUm 
•gtti^ti th^ iMwoal re,Tlew of deval 
opuienu ifi th«{Ur Mda. In the Potto- 
wattomie and Qreat Nemaha reserra- 
tlon, in Kansas, there are about 16,000 
acres of surplus lands in the prairie 
band rosorvn tliat are hkely to be a sab 
ject of contention in the fatare and 
there seems to be a growing sentiment 
in the t^iba favoring their sale. Captain 
Sprdleu th« Fort P«ok agency in Mon 
tana, urges that the Indian trader, like 
the old post trader, should go ; tho gov 
ernmcnt should own its storos ; with the 
trader extinguished Indian agents' po- 
sitions won't be so valuable, and mean- 
time let the Indians have all the stores 
they want for in the cutthroat competi 
tlon of the traders, Mr. Lo stands a 
poor show. 

Captain Sprolc makes this comment : 
"The treaty of these people will soon 
expire. Whatever treaty is made with 
thcni in the future should be done by 
those not induenced by local race pnju- 
dices." 

At the Omaha and Winnebatro agency 
in Nebraska, the assumption and disso- 
lution of the marriage relation at will, 
without form of law, is common and it 
ii predicted will Necessarily cause end- 
lets trouble in the future as to the law 
of descent and la determining the legal 
,heirs to property. The manner in 
which the allotments to the Winneba- 
goes were made, namely, 160 acres to 
the hoa'-iand and nothing to the wife, 
haa hieen and wiU coattnoe to be a 
looTVe of murah tFouUe. 

AgMit Cnuuaie at the Standing Rook 
agency, in North Dakota, chargea that, 
notwithatuiding the atate ttrdhibition 
law, oonnty or ijown officials naTe never 
made any effoirt 0 abate the aale of 
liqvor in Emmona wxKOff and thai ais 
or d«ht "blind pigs" Mwnumiair wide 
open in Winona, N. D. 

Major A. E. Woodson of the Chey- 
enne and Azapahoss, ia Oklahoma, 
ports:

Waphinuton, Dec. 3.— Justice Ste- 
heuF. Field of the United States sn- 
prepecoart yesterday sorrtndercd the 
commission which he received from 
Abraham Lincoln, laid aside his block 
gown of office and retired to private 
life. For 84 years and 7 months 
the venerable Califomian has been a 
member of the highest judicial tribunal 
of the 1«b4, wIkUo for nearly six 
years before being elevated to this poei- 
tkn he BINI VBon the supreme bench of 
thO^MnittoT^ native state. Thevol- 
MiigttMtoa of the jnsMoe was 
sent to Ihf iresident two months sines 
and a«oepM4l by the chief execntivo 
with i«gret, an agreement being made 
that it should hot go into effect until 
this time. 

Former Jostio* Field ia now 81 years 
of age, and haa been eliglbie for retire- 
ment since November of 1888. He was 
anxious, however, to exceed the longest 
term of service on the supreme bench 
in the history of the court— that of 
Chief Justice Marshall, who served 84 
years, 6 months and 6 days. Eftorts 
were made by his friends to induce 
him to retire two years ago, but he was 
opposed to giving President Cleveland 
an opportunity to appoint a Democrat 
to the bench to succeed him. Under 
the law former Justice Field will re- 
ceive the full salary of an associate Jus- 
tice for the remainder of his Ufe. This 
is 110,000 a year. |

PnTsBL-Ro, Dec. a.— The biggest com 
bination of river coal interests ever at- 
tempted promises to be effected before 
the new year. It has been talked of for 
years but has at last come to a focus. A 
committee, consisting of C.iptain W. 
W. O'Neil, president of the W W. 
O'Neil Coal company and of the Pitts- 
burg C.al Exchange ; Captain S. S. 
Brown of W. H. Brown's Sons and 
Captain John A. Wood of the firm of 
John A. Wood ft Son, is hard at work 
considering the schedules of property 
values as presented by the separate coal 
companies operating en the river. There 
is a slight dissension in the ranks, but 
it is not considered to be snllicient to 
block th« way to a speedy oomsolida 
tlon. 

The scheme, which is stupendous in 
nature, p. oposes the organization of one 
company with • capitalization of 111, 
OJO.OOO. It ia to be a huge trust, con 
trolling the river coal interests from 
Lock Sso. 5, on the Mouougahela river, 
to New Orleans. The primary object 
of the combination is to reduce expenses 
in both mining and shipping. The 
Pittsburg operators hope by this means 
to successfully compete with the Ka- 
nawha river product. It is claimed 
that it is but to reap the reward that 
will be gained in the redaction of ojK'r- 
ating expenses. The ehmiuation of the 
cutting done by Pittsburg shippers is 
also expected to oontieibate to the divi> 
deuds. 

PUBLIC DE BT ST ATEMENT. 

Condition of th* United States TrcMury 

at the n«g;innlu|: of DprriiiUer. 

Wa<;hi\ (To.N, Dec. 2.— Tho December 
8tate:iieut of the pubUc debt shows that 
at tite close of business Nov. 80, 1SU7, 
the public debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, amounted to 11,009,226,466, a de- 
crease since Oct. 80 of |1 1,888, 125. This 
dccreiiso is accoantoil for by ;(n increase 
in tiie cosh due to the deposit of an in- 
Btallnient of the proceeds of the sale of 
the government's interest in the Union 
PaciHc railroad. But for this transac- 
tion the cash in the treasury would have 
been $771,450 less than last mouth. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows : 
Interest bearing debt, $847,865,620; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,881, ^.SO; debt bearing no 
interest, $,. si, 198,126. Total, 
890,026. This amount, however, does 
not include (679.9;MK988 in certificates 
and treasury notes outstanding which 
are offset by an equal amoont of cash in 
tho treasury.

H«w tiM Rsral Postal Froa Dollvery Can 
B« Mada a Hneoess. 

WA.'^niMiTo.N, Deo. 2.— Acting Post- 
master General Perry S. Heath, has is- 
sued the following circular regarding 
the rural poistal free delivery : The ul- 
timate success of the experiment of free 
delivery of mail, which is now being 
tried, by direotitm of congress, iu oO 
rural disiri(;ts of the United States 
will depend largely upon the prompt- 
ness with which the carriers can make 
their delivers to the patrons on their 
routes. This will be greatly facilitated 
if those desirinf |o take advantage of 
rural free delivery will erect suitable 
boxes by the roadside in which carriers 
may de}x)8it moils as they pass, and 
from which they may ctdlect the mails 
intended for transmission. 

The time which would Otherwise be 
consumed by carriers in reaching resi- 
dences some distanoe baok from the 
road will thus be saved, the service will 
be rendered more efficient, its coat will 
be reduced and the pgrobarai^ of its be- 
coming a permanent feature of the 
postal administration w|ll be increased. 



TmIc retaea Believed to Have Itoaa ta 
Some of the Po«d That tha Patients 
Had Eaten— Wraak af a Fralalik Train, 
liiryoie Rim Paetarj Banied— Othar 
Ohio 8tat« Xaws. 

Gallipolis, O.. Dec. 3.— Two hun 
dred and fifty patients at the epileptic 
hospital were poisoned yesterday by 
toxic poisoning, it is presumed. Dr. 
Rutter and ids corps of physicians sue 
ceeded only after a desperate flglit in 
checking the outbreak without a fatal 
ity. As it is some of the patients are 
still in a critical condition. Dr. Unttcr 
is not apprehensive, however, believing 
that he will be able to allay the evils ol' 
the poisoning. 

The presumption among the hospital 
physicians is that the infection came 
from some article of food eaten by the 
patients, and the bacteriological depart 
iiient is makintr a ri;ricl analysis of the 
food cooked dunnv the past few days 
Some think a deleterious drug was 
placed in some of the victuals and that 
with the disrnprion extant at the iusti 
tution over the wholesale discharge of 
employes, has put the institution in the 
throes of great excitement. The poison 
is similar to that which happens occa 
sionally from eating ice cream that has 
bred toxio poison. 

FREIGHT TRAIN WRSCKED.

0:r\KDoN, O., Dec. L'.- Tlie most dis 
astrous wreck since the lake division <.f 
the Pittsburg and Western was built 
occurred at this place yesterday. While 
running at full speed one of the cars oi ' 
the early morning southbound freight 
jumped the track at Chamblin's cut, 
and crashed through the larjre iron 
bridge which spans Claridon street, and 
with 1 1 other cars was piled up ia < 
wreck an the road below. 

None of the train men were injured 
OS the brakemen on the wrecked cars 
jumped before the bridge was reached 
The cars were all loaded with export 
grain.

Cnipley of Florida, who has been ill at 
a hospital in this city for some weeks 
following an operatioa for owbuncle, 
is dead. The remains wUl be removed 
to Columbus, Ca., for interment. 

Colonel ChipK.y, a native of .Mabama, 
was about 60 years of age. He engaged 
in mercantile pursuits with success at 
Columbus, (xa., until late in the seven- 
ties, when he removed to Pensacola, 
Fla., where he has since resided. He 
became prominently identified with the 
building of railroads in Florida and at 
the time of his death was president of 
tlie Pensacola and Atlanta railroad. He 
■represented his county in the state sen- 
ate for several years and was one of the 
most prominent men in the state both 
in business and social circles. He was 
mentioned as the most probable nomi- 



nee of the Democrats for the govemor< 
sliip of tho state, and in the oontest for 
the United $tates senatorshipa year 
ago was the leading oandidato. OoMoel 
Chiplevwas a man of wealth and was 
noted for his philunthiopy.

It contained highly 
inflammable material and was soon a 
roaring furnace, the fire communicat 
ing across the narrow street to the 
Economic bindery plant, the Touug- 
McKinney Printing company, the Mis- 
souri Engraving company, Woodward- 
Tiemon Printing company and Higgens 
Map Printing company. 

general alarm had been turned in, 
t the network of wires and the nar- 
rowness of Locust street at the spot, 
prevented the firemen from getting 
actively at work at the seat of tho fire. 

There were a hundred employes in 
the paper factory, but all made their 
escape iu safety. 

At 4 :!!() o'clock the walls of the paper 
factory fell, crushing in the MoKinnoy 
company's plant. 

kt 6 o'clock the flames were under 
control, but the tire continued ro burn 
all night, however, feeding upon thj 
printers' ink and paper. 

While running to tho lire a ho-e reel 
collided with a street car, and Finley 
Bruce, the driver, sustained three 
broken ribs. 

\s night fell the firemen worked in 
total darkness, as the electric wires 
were all down. 

It is claimed that all the companies 
were fully insured.

UNITED STATES APPEALED TO. 



tha Spanish Minister at Washlngt on Ifas 
Informally Conveyed the Iiirorniittiou 
to This (.overniiient That Any <:ontribu- 
tions Which Ma/ Be Made WUl Ba 
Waleomad— Insnrgaat ▼letorjr. 
New Youk, Dec. 2.— President Mc- 
Kinley is considering the best method 
of placing before the charitable people 
of the United States an appeal for food 
to relieve the destitution in Cuba. Ac* 
cording to the Washington correspond- 
ent of The World the Spanish minister 
has informally conveyed the informa- 
tion to this government that any con- 
tributions whioh may be mad* will bo 
welcomed. 

In view of this it is expected that 
within a few days Consul (ieneral Lee 
will be authorized to take charge of and 
deliver such supplies as may be donated 
by the citizens of tha United States. 
The administration hopes that a general 
relief movement will be started in this 
country. In such an event steps will 
be taken to have the supplies admitted 
without payment of duties. 

The otHcials of tho state department 
say that no such appeal as that set forth 
by Consul General l^ee. General Blanco 
and the Spanish minister and indorsed 
by President McKinley has been pre- 
sented to tho American people in recent 
years. 

Consul General Lee, since his return 
to Havana, has materially increased his 
list of needy Americans. 

It is likefy that the president will ask 
congress for another appropriation to be 
utili/.ed iu preventing American citi- 
zens tlius from starving. General Lee 
considers the situation one which ap- 
peals to the United States. 

THE WAR GOES ON. 

Sponlsh Garrison Surn-niltTx, but Krin- 
furcpinvutH lla^e lloi-n Si'iit. 

Hav.wa, Dec. 2. — The insurgent gen- 
erals, Uabi and Savador Kios besieged 
the village of Guisa, about 16 miles 
from Bayamo. Their artillery destroyed 
several blockhouses, killing the military 
commander and one lieutenant. The 
parrisim, after liavin:; lost also .")() sol- 
diers killed and wounded, surrendered. 
The insurgents plundered the stores, se- 
curing rich booty, two months' sup- 
plies, a good (luaiitity of ammunition 
and 200 rifles. The Spanish have sent 
reinforcements to retake the town. 

Tho column under (ieneral Berual, 
which went into the Rubi hills, and 
with which .*^enor ( analeja went for in- 
formation as to the condition of the 
country, had a hot dght and destroyed 
SCO houses for the insurgents. Both 
sides suffered considerable loss.

Bbbum, Deo. 2.— All Korta of wild 
mmore ai'e current lioie and at the 
kiol. ^bably based in the main npon 
the speech of Emperor William at the 
optaiat^ot tke reiohstag, as to the re- 
latioils between Germany and China. 
But most of these are diicredited. The 
Kationol Zeitung has confirmed the 
statement of tlie emperor that Ger- 
many's only object in the occupation at 
Kiao-Ohnu is to protect (iermnu mis- 
sionariea in China ; and the alarmist 
etoriem are now taken with liberal al- 
lowances of salt. 

A Bon-ation w^a caused yesterday by 
a report that tlie Chinese had massa- 
cred 200 German sailors belonging to 
the German cruiser Division in Kiao- 
Chan bay, but there has been no oon- 
flrmation of this ; while the latest dis- 
patches received from Admiral Von 
Diederich, commander of the Division, 
which were dated the afternoon of Nov. 
28. make uo reference 'to fighting at 
Kino-Chan. 

The 1-Jerl ner Tagblatt is responsible 
for the statement that two additional 
cruisers are going to Kiao-Chan, bring- 
ing the force there up to 10 ships with 
4,000 men and 140 gnus. The same 
journal says also that a force of ma- 
rines, including the orew of the impe- 
rial yacht Hohenzollern. is >;oing to 
Kiao-Chau ; but there is no official con- 
firmation ef these assertions, althoagh 
they are held to indicate that a perma- 
nent occupation is intended, especially 
asitia nndecatood that China ooea not 
insist npon eraoastion.
